Having one Day in King Edward's Court ſpoken honourably 
and with Reſpect of the great Merit of Robert Bruce, then King of Scotland, 
John De la Spencer (an Officer in. waiting, and a Favourite of the King) think- 
ing the Diſcourſe reflected on his Maſter, © gave him a Blow, with many re- 
proachfub Words; which he reſented ſo highly, that the next Day he "fought 
with, and killed bim. His Friends well knowing Spencer's great Intereſt and 
Power, and that the King would reſent his Death, adviſed him to avoid his 
Majeſty's Diſpleaſure by flying to Scotland; which he accordingly did, and was 
well received by King Robert; who, to make him Amends for what he had 
forfeited in England on his Account, generouſly rewarded him with the Lands 
mentioned in the Text, then an Appendage of the Crown.

great Prudence and Courage, he was ſent the Year follow- 
ing Commander of 3000 Men in Aid of Chriſtian II., King 


of Denmark, againſt the City and Territory of Lybeek, 


whom, with great Conduct and Succeſs, he brought to ſub- 
mit to that King's Conditions. He was afterwards made 
Admiral of Scotland; and in 1512 ſent into France at the 


Head of 4000 Men, to the Aſſiſtance of Lewis XII.; for 


his Services to whom be was rewarded with the Honour of a 
Knight of the Order of St. Michael, and an annual Penſion 
of 12000 Livres for Life. But King James IV. being 
killed in the Battle of Floden 9g September 1513, whilſt his 
Lordſhip was in France, he returned home, and ftood fair 
to have been elected Regent, many giving their Voices for 
him, in reſpect of his Nearneſs in Blood, his Love for Peace, 


and Sufficiency- for ſuch a Charge; but he generouſly yield- 


ed his Pretenſions to his Couſin-German John Stewart, 
Duke of Albany, Son of Duke Alexander, and Brother to 
King James III.; and was himſelf made Captain of Edin- 
burgh-Caſtle, Provoſt of that City, and not long after War- 


den of the Marches towards England. Alſo, on the ſaid 
Duke's Voyage to France to renew the ancient League, 
which had inviolably ſubſiſted for ſome Centuries between 
the two Kingdoms, he was appointed in 1517, one of the

Upon which Event his Lordſhip, by the unanimous Conſent 
of Parliament, was choſen Protector to Queen Mary, then 
only ſix Days old, and Governor of Scotland, which was

in Conſideration of his Endeavour to accompliſh the ſaid 

Match; Which taking Effect, her Majeſty was ſent into 

France, and his. Right of Succeſſion to the Crown of Scot- 

land acknowledged and recognized by the French King, 
the Dauphin, and the young Queen. | 
He continued Governor of Scotland / taythe Year 1555, 
when the Queen being of ſufficient Age, | choſe her own 
Guardians; by whoſe Advice ſhe named her Mother to be 
Regent during her Abſence, to whom the Earl of Arran 
readily reſigned that great Poſt: in full Parliament, and laid 
down ar eee which he had held to the general 
Satisfaction of the Kingdom; and Eſteem of all foreign 
Princes, who knew his Deportment, for the Space of twelve 
Vears. Aſter he had thus diveſted himſelf of all Authority, 
his Conduct during his Adminiſtration was ſolemnly and un- 
animouſſy apptoved by the Parliament, and he was again 
declared preſumptive Heir to the Crown, on the Failure of 
Queen Mary and her Iſſue, and a very ample Teſtimony 
given him of the good Serxices he had done his Country;

The Queen, on her Return to Scotland in 5561, making 
choice of a new Privy Council (all, or moſt of whom were 
proteſtants) he was appointed a Member thereof; and in 
1566 her Majeſty ſent him to take care of her Intereſts in 
France, where he continued to do all the Service he could, 
conſiſtent with his Honour and the Proteſtant Cauſe, to the 
Year 1569, when the Queen being compelled to reſign the 
Government to her Son, ſhe ſent for him to head her Par- 
ty. He very zealouſly aſſerted her Cauſe, and uſed his ut- 
moſt Endeavours to remove the Earl of Murray, then Re- 
ent, from his, uſurped Authority, and reſtore her to the 
xerciſe of her regal Power, in order to ſecure the Peace of 
the Country: And to that End having a Commiſſion from 
her, he raiſed what Forces he could; but finding no Hopes 
ol Aſſiſtance either from England or France, he endeavoured 
to accommodate all Differences. The Regent agreed to his 
Propoſals, and Articles were entred into, o which the Duke 
and his Friends were to meet him at Edinburgh on 10 April 
1509, in Peace and Safety, to conſult and conclude on” Terms 
of Accommodation ; but when they were met, the Regent, 
drawing out a Paper, aſked the Duke, if he would inſtantly 
ſubſcribe an Acknowledgement of the young King's Autho- 
rity, or not? To which he replied, That he and his 
“Friends had laid down their Arms conditionally, nor could 
he think himſelf or them obliged to ſubſcribe their Alle- 
« giance to the King, unleſs, according to theſe Conditions,
